Jointly they are consid- 


ered sufficient to cause a wave of 
immigration to Europe. 


The-general tie-up in trans-Atlan- 


tic traffic during the five years of 
war is one of the causes for 
the 


concentrated desire of Europeans to 
return 'home now, think authorities. 
Jinny men who came here to work 
have not been able to 
visit 
their 


families 'during the war. 


Applications filed with consulates 


show that the majority of tlicve cir.- 
;<_T:-!its do not ihten-1 to 
return to 


America with their families, but fed 
that they will have better opporfnn- 
'tic-s in the old countries. Hisrh wa- 
ges during the war, anil i-ip'.-i'ial'v 
during America's participation in it. 
have enabled most, of the foreigners 
lo return liome with 
savings 
suffi- 


cient to make them quite . indepen- 
dent on the old scale of living.
